PAPER AND OF AMl'HI-THKATEr, PEOGBAM3IEH. 
The borders of tbe Xile produce annually 


,n iuexbanstible supply of a cortftiu species 
of msh called papyrus.—probably the buli- 
rushefs of tho time of Moses end Pharaoh's 
daughter,—winch 
seems to possess the 


properties needed for n very Biiperior quality 
of paper. 
Had the Egyptians been masters 


of tho machinery of the present day, they 
doubtless would have produced the most 
icautif ul imd finished vellum paper instead, 
of the rude, though tough ai'd durable, 
"almc we arc about to describe: but they 
lad neither tho machinery uor liie experi- 
ince of the modern paper maker, and under 
lieir circumstances, did veiy well. Beyond 
ill doubt the Egyptians 
were tho Urst to 


liscover the art of makiny paper. At tho 
jresent time, when nil the known sources of 
supply of original stock for the manufacture 
'f paper ere so severely taxed by the euor- 
noufj auuiial consumption of the printing 
rcKrt, v.~liy do not the paper makers turn 
heir attention to these rushes of the Nile. 


The Egyptain modo of nianufncture was 


'ery rude. 
Wo quote from our authorily: 


'The Egyptians first cut oil' tho two ex- 
voase.'i of ilia plant.—the head and the 
ool,—then the remaining part, or stem, 
hey cut lengthwise into nearly equal parts, 
iid from these they stripped off the thin 


iclt-K, or skins, of which the plant mainly 


ousistcd. The innermost of these pellicles 
vns considered the best, and that nearest the 
iud tho worst. 
The}' were, therefore, 


:ept separate, nml made into two different 


;ujiliti(_ 
is of papbr. 
"When the pellicles wero 


alien oil' they were spread on a table, flat- 


i.se, side by side. 
Another Ic.yer was then 


pread over these transversely, or cross- 
isc. so that tho libers crossed each other at 
igiit angle:-.

Tlio 
pellicles wero next pressed to got out thn 
water; then dried, aiul. lastly, Hatted and 
smoothed by beating them with n mallet. 
The fabric was sometimes further polished 
by rubbing it with a glass ball, or other 
smooth substance." And this was papyrus, 
or the far mnmed Egyptian paper, which, 
for many centuries, furnished nearly all the 
writing material of tlui ancients. 


Tho gumming quantities of tho waters of 


tho Nile, JT5 claimed above, are questioned 
by many, and tlatly contradicted by tho re- 
nowned traveler, Bruce, who asserts; "I 
havo m<ido several pieces of this paper, 
both in Abyssinia and Egypt, r.-ad it appears 
to me that tho sugar, .or sweetness with 
which the wholo juice of this plant is im- 
pregnated, is the mutter that causes the ad- 
hesion of tho strips together, and that tho 
uso of thn water is no more than to dissolve 
this, ami put it porfrcily nnd equally in 
fusion." Paper makers will doubtless agree 
with Mr. llrncc. 


From tho record:! bcforo us it appears that 


tho privilpgod classes of tho Itoniau Empire 
used tho Egyptian paper for their corres- 
pondence nnd other purposes; hence the 
mime "Imperial," as applied to tho size 
commonly used by them. Tho inches are 
not, given: but that consumed iu tho Em- 
peror's family appears to Imvo boon twelve 
inches; that for sacrndolal purposes, eleven 
inches, which latttv was remarkable for its 
strength, whiteness and lino polish. When 
improperly made 
in the first insLince, 


Egyptian paper was put through n. second 
operation of seizing and hammering,—the 
sizing being made of steeped bread, care- 
fully filtered, which rendered tho vapor 
cohesive, smooth and white as flnu linen. 
Pliny spcaku of celebrated manuscripts in 
tho library of Pomponius Secundus iu a per- 
fect stato of preservation two hundred years 
after they were written: and it is claimed 
that some of these manuscripts aro still in 
existence.

giving her an opportunity to rest, or to en- 
joy herself free from care, she would receive 
the child back again, at the expiration of the 
time, with a graoious smile, as though she 
were the one who had conferred the favor, 
and remark: ';I should think any one 
would lore to take care of her, such a dear 
little thing!" It evidently never entered 
this innocent woman's head that another 
child could be as dear as her own to any 
uiie. Of course it was denser to her than 
any other could possibly be. aud she seemed 
perfectly honest in thinking that those who

management in whole or in part. 


The average length oE the school year in 


tke slate has increased to thirty-five waelts 
aad four days, with the single axception of 
New Jersey, the longest school year iu tho 
United States. Eight cities and towns, in- 
chiding Newport, have made forty weeks the 
school year. 


Providence county pays an annual average 


salary to its teachers, male and £eninle, of 
§481.03, Bristol county follows with S400. 
39, and Newport county is third on the list 
with $373.31. 


There aro thirty 
schools iu the state 


llftTlng Ic&s than ton scholars registered 
in each. Two hundred and fourteen schools 
hare not more than twenty scholars register- 
ed in eaoh. As the cost of supporting a 
small school is about the same as that cf 
supporting a large one Mr. Bicknell suggests 
that arrangements be made lo suspend 
schools whose average attendance for the 
year has been less than ten, and send the 
scholars to adjoining districts.

smallest scholars usually need the greater 
share of the teachers' personal attention 
Ihorft is a general tondency to crowd tha 
primary schools.

General 
Thurstou offered a substitute, which was 
referred, together with tho original resolu- 
tions, to n committee, composed of -Frobel 
of Georgia, "VVhitehead of Virginia and 
Thurstou of Pennsylvania. 


Proposed Naval llcUcf Bills. 


The Senate committee on naval affairs to- 


day agreed to report favorably on tlie bill for 
the relief of all officers of the navy dropped, 
furloughed or retired under the act of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1855, and afterwards proposed and 
restored to the active list. Tho bill proposes 
to give them tho resulting uiuereuuu iu 
pay. 
The committee also agreed to report 


a bill for the relief of the officers and crew 
of the United States ship Wyoming, allow- 
ing them prize money from the Japanese in- 
demnity. 


Army Reduction. 


Tho House committee on military today 


considered a bill for the reduction of the 
army. 
There was a gciioral expression of 


views, nud various amendments were made 
and suggested. Whatever reduction may bo 
recommended iu the number of regiments, 
it is not proposed to interfere with tho pay 
of either oflicers or men, or to reduce tho 
officers otherwise tlmn as reduction occurs 
by death or casualties.

During the discussion on the- bill to with- 


draw §25,000,000 of national bnnk currency 
from the Eastern states to bo distributed in 
other parts of the country, 
Mr. Anthony 


of llhodo Island said his state had 21 mil- 
linns of capital before the war and have tlio 
same now. 


Mr. Logan — And you have not got enough 


now ? 


Mr. Anthony — No sir. 
Mr. Logan — Then iu Heaven's name, wby 


do you stand here obstructing tho way of 
the Northwest and other sections which 
•want moro currency ? llhodo Island is a 
great state, fi rich state. 
Sho should have 


twice as much currency iu> she lias now, aud 
Illinois should have none. Then vro could 
comu Tuiu uoiiow from yo'.i, and pay you ft 
high rate of interest. 


Mr. Anthony stud Rhode Island gave to 


the country her weiilth nud what men she 
lind to put down the rebellion, whoii the na- 
tional banking system wns organized, and 
the West and youth would not take advan- 
tage of it. 
Sir. Logan said Khodo Island was a finished 


state. It had been completed while Illinois 
was growing, inul needed more capital every 
day instead of standing still at one measured 
sun. 
He could tnUc the whole capital and 


the whole state of Khodo Island and set it 
down in ono county of Illinois. [Laughter.] 


Mr. Anthony r.aid tho county iu which he 


lived, during the year when iho largest in- 
ternal revenue was rendered, returned fouv 
million dollars. 
Such return must imply a 


large productive interest. 
The people of 


Ehode Island did not want the national 
banking system, but were forced into it. 


Mr, Logan said uo one doubted tho energy 


or capacity of tho people of Rhode Island, 
but they should not object to other sections 
enjoylug equal facilities with themselves. 


Mr. Logftu said to confirm tbo statement 


he made a fo\v minutes since, as being able 
to put the capital of tho whole state of 
Ehode Island into a single county in bis 
state, ho would, read from the figures of tho 
internal revenue oflicc, aud they showed 
that in J8G8 tho first district of Illinois paid 
$19,943,000 internal revenue while Rhode 
Island paid but ?iiM, ;">:?;». Last year Rhode 
Island paid one million dollars, aud tho first 
district of his state paid over 87,000,000. 
Jlr. Anthony said his statement was that 


in ihfl year iu which the largest internal 
revenue Vis rendered his st.ito jmid four 
millions; be wvj not so green as to declare 
that his state paid njoro revenue than Illi- 
nois, when there way not a single distillery 
nor tobacco manufactory in it. 


Mr. ferry of Michigan said tho increase 


iu Rhode Island, as shown by tho census of 
1870, was 200 millions, while tbat of Michi- 
gan was 711) millions, yet llhodo Island had 
more circulation than Michigan. Ho argued 
against the unequal distribution of the cur- 
rency, and said the West was far below 
what she was entitled to. While ho was 
opposed to increasing tho national bank 
tiOtos, and favored the issue of tuo whole 
volume of currency by tho government, ho 
was willing to waive all other questions for 
tho present and leave tho increase of the 
national bank currency, believing that to be 
tho vital question, to .the people, The 
"Wont now finks the government slio helped 
to dflfcnrt to distribute the currency there in 
the same ratio as the New England. States 
enjoy.

Senate. 


Thesflnate met at 11 o'clock, Governor 


Howard in tho chair. 


The governor presented a communication 


from A. T. Gosliorn, director-general of the 
United States centennial, in itgard to a 
board to present the interests of the state at 
the exhibition. 
Referred to the committee 


on executive communication. 


Lieutenant Governor Van Zaudt in the 


the chair. 


Mr. Ofibora of Tivertoii, of the joint com- 


mittee on accounts, reported back the fol- 
lowing bills, which were allowed on recom- 
mendation of the committee : 
Warren 


Artillery, $100 for transportation general 
training day ; J. W. Homes $200, for care of 
the state house at Newport, and Eli Pond 
$93 75, for repairing the furniture at the 
court of magistrates' room at Woonsocket. 


Mr. Yerry of Woousouket offered n reso- 


lution providing for the appointment of a 
commission to examine into all charters 
granted by the General Assembly and to giva 
notice to all parties interested to appear 
befor* said commission, and 
uho\v cause 


why charters not iu use should not be re- 
pealed when the ten per cent, on the in- 
creased capital is not paid. Adopted. 


Mr. Yerry also introduced the following 


act in amendment to chapter 1S.">, title 2fj, of 
the general statutes,"0f justice courts, their 
organization aud civil jurisdiction," which 
was read, passed to a. second reading and re- 
ferred to the committee on the judiciary: 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as 
follows: 


Section 1. Th« justices court of the cities 


of Newport and Providence and of Woon- 
socket, shall have original and exclusive ju- 
risdiction over civil actions legally brought 
before either of said courts, wherein the 
debt or damages does not exceed the sum of 
$100. 


Air. Cross, of Westerly, presented tho pe- 


tition of Henry Champlain and others for 
the ineorporatiou of the Colored Christian 
Advent Church, of that place. Referred to 
tho committee on education. 


Mr. Brown, of North Providence, present- 


ed an invitation to the senate from the 
Rhode Island Agricultural Society to attend 
their meetings for discussion to bo held at 
their halls, commencing Thursday next. 


Tho senate then adjourned to 11 o'clock. 


Wednesday. 


House. 


The house met at 11 o'clock as per ad- 


journment, Sir. Speaker Metculf in the 
chair. 


Mr. Hill, of Woonsocket, presented tho 


petition of tho state central prohibitory com- 
mittcefor the use of tho hall of thehouso of 
representatives ou Monday, 
">3d iust., for 


tho purpose of holding a slate convention. 
The petition was received, and, on motion 
of Mr. Hill, the House voted to grant the 
prayer of petitioner. 


Mr. Day, of Providence, called from the 


table the act for the relief of convicts mid 
the families of convicts in tho state prison, 
(reported from the committee on finance on 
Friday last and published with tho proceed- 
ings of that date) and ou his motion tho net 
was read and passed. 


THE KEDWOOD BAND. 


Mr. Bay, from the committee on finance, 


reportedfavorably the senate resolution to pay 
$100 to tho Redwood Baud, of Kewport,(lst 
brigade baud) for the rout of armory for tho 


Mr. Hill, of Woousockot, hoped the rcso- 


lutioa would not pass, lie believed the 
militia of tho state should be cut down ono- 
hnlf. Wo ought not to pay for any baud, or 
one-half of the militia. 


The inilitin. cosl, tlio stftle §03,000 or §«-,,. 


000 last year, aud \vbnt benefit has the state 
received from it ? \Vo havo three bands iu 
Woonsocket, and I sco uo reason why they 
should not bo paid for rent of armory us well 
as this one. 


Mr. Day stated that the finance commit- 


tee were nt first opposed to paying this bill, 
but the pi'ocodent had been established in 
tho case of the 1'iret brigade band (Ameri- 
can), and tho committee could BOO uo other 
right way than to pay this bill. 


Mr. Aylesworth, of Providence, stated 


that a resolution has already passed this 
house asking for information as to what the 
state has already paid for military services. 
If after Hint information has boon obtained 
the state feels able to pay rcut for this baud, 
well and good, but ho didn't foci like voting 
for this resolution until tho information had 
been obtained. 


Mr. Pratt, of Newport, explained that at 


tho saasion of the Assembly a y*mr afio, a 
bill was passed attaching tho Redwood baud 
to the First brigade. Under that, tho board 
of aldermen had procured an armory for tho 
use of the baud, aud now called upon the 
state to pay for it, supposing that the bill 
provided for such payment, as did the bill 
attaching tho American hand to the Second 
brigade. 


Mr. Hopkins, of Providence, opposed tho 


resolution, and hoped tho bill would not be 
paid until some of tho members of tho Geu- 
eral Assembly had visited some of tho pub- 
lic institutions, as tho jail, and seen how 
men who wero guilty of no crime- wore hud- 
dled together, and kept in places where uo 
man would attempt to fat a pig, to say the 
least. Until something can be doue for 
these people bo thought the ntato should 
stop paying for rent of armories for bands 
to practice in aud then go out and piny for 
others. 


Mr. Day stated that tho trouble in this 


caso was in neglecting to draw tho bill as it 
should have been drawn one year ago. 


Mr. Hill, of Woonsocket, inquired ii this 


band did not play ut election and send in a 
bill to tho General Assembly for pay for 
such services. 
Ho moved the resolution bo 


laid upon tho table. 


Mr. Southwick of Newport, stated that 


this resolution calls for a simple act of good 
faith on tho putt of the state. Tho stato 
had attached the band to the brigade, and it 
was fiimply just that tho stato nhould pay 
the rant of au armory which was hired by 
tho board of aldermen under tho supposition 
that tbo state would pay it. 


The motion to lay upon the tablo w.is then 


withdrawn. 


Mr. Stoero, of Woonsocket, thought this 


bill would eventually he paid, but ho was 
not in favor of paying it today. He was in 
favor of waiting till tho house ascertains, 
under tho resolution which has been passed, 
what bavo been tho expenses of tho militia 
for tho past five years, aud whether ov not 
tho money which has been expended and 
which will bo asked for, will bo of as much 
benefit tb tho fitalo, asit othurwisn might bo 
expended. Ho thought tho houm owed it 
to tho state to ascertain how much money 
they aro pitying.In this way, aud how much 
cun bo cot out of it. 


Mr. Reynolds, of Froviilonco, hoped uot 


another dplh-.v would bo paid till tho house 
gots the information asked for. It might 
as well bo stopped hero iw anywhere. 


Mr. Minor, of Cranuton, final it \vitn under- 


stood by tho General AiiHoinbly nt thu time 
tho .vosolulion attaching llio ban'l to tho 
brigwlo wan passed, that Iho board of itldor- 
mon of Nowporfc were instructed by tho 'ni- 
litin law to provide a place for mooting for 
tlio Redwood band in tho Htuno way as tho 
board of nldormon of Providence wore oblig- 
ed to provide ft place for tlio Rocoiid hrjgmlo 
bniid.

He stated that h« 
did'ut wish action today, but offered it that 
the representatives might be thinking itover. 
If there was to be no more business than 
there has been, the Assembly might adjourn 
better than not.

tee would only go to work as they ought to, 
and report to the house. The whole state is 
waiting the report of the savings bank com- 
mittee, and there has been time enough for 
them to report.

^Mr. Miner said that the hardest work of 
the judiciary committee was to present mat- 
ters coming before the house to become 
laws. He hadn't the least particle of doubt
